compromise." be said, -'upon a. tax of 
five cents a head on cattle and three 
cents on hogs, sheep and goats, to be 
collected and put into the treas- 
ury the same as any other revenue."

proposition, showing that the 13,000.- 
000 appropriation provided

House would remain In the Ml! and 
tbe cost of inspection would be paid 
therefrom. 
In reply to a question 


from Senator Hale, he stated that 
the tax would amount to about one- 
half of the appropriation.

A clerk in a cigar store on Pennsyl-

An interesting problem often dis- 


cussed is whether iron or stee* Becomes 


Iu its properties by what is 


termed fatigue Most probably, accord- 
ing to R. A. Hadfield. it does not. if 
tho material is. in the first or original 
state, properly prepared, says London 
engineering. 


Failures, so called, of this kind are 


generally owing to tbe steel possess- 
ing either internal flaws, which are 
often only detected by an examination 
of its micro sirucum. or that it has 
not been in the proper condition when 
sent out to the user. So-called mys- 
terious failures are generally due to 
Improper heat treatment and are Quite 
apparent when adequately investigated. 
A recent writer states that, after long 
experience, he has found stael does 
not change by fatigue—that is. under 
ordinary working loads; "once right, 
always right." Is his explanation. 


Tbi» investigator took a large num- 


ber of specimens that bad been many 
years in use, some having given satis- 
factory, some unsatisfactory, results, 
and he detected no difference or break- 
down in the mechanical 
qualities. 


Probably this conclusion is correct. 


At Watertown arsenal the official 


testing department of the American 
government, interesting tests have 
been made upon Iron which had been 
submitted to severe mechanical treat- 
ment 23 years ago—that is. it had been 
stressed close up to the elastic limit 
and then laid on one side. No change 
in o.uality could be detected. The char- 
acteiistics of the earlier overstrained 
condition produced by the loads ap- 
plied so long before still remained.

A Ravenswood man is at work on

Some of the 
iron bouses are planned 
with 
six 


rooms and a latticed porch. 
They 


weigh from a ton up and cost from 
$125 to $800. They are screwed to- 
gether on tbe grassy sward to see 
that every part fits all right, and then 
they are taken apart and shipped in 
the knockdown. The other day one 
of the Chicago iron cabins was shipped 
out to tbe Grand Canyon of the Colo- 
rado, and another will be set up on 
one of the mountain sides, of Estes 
park.

service Aug. 1, 1864, at

In 
something over a month the company 
lad been to the front, some 135 hav- 
ing been in. the service dairing the 
first three years of the rebellion.

i in northern New Jersey have been tak- 


ing measures to protect the citizens of 
their towns from the disease.

health board of Washington, N. J., has 
published a remedy which is said to 
be a sure cure for pneumonia, and 
other health boards are looking into 
the matter with a view of having the 
same thing published for the good of 
tbe general public.

my plan for securing a 


.large and continuous blossoming from 
pansies may be of interest 
to some 


readers. 


Last year I purchased a good supply 


of best mixed and white pansy seeds. 
These I starter! in February in a box 
in the window, and when large enough 
1 transplanted to baking powder cans 
which had had their sides ^nd bottoms 
unsoldered, and used the litls for bot- 
toms. In each one a plant grew til! the 
ground was fit for transplanting. 


After a good bed with suitable soil 


had been made, the cans were simply 
unrolled from the soil they containeJ 
and each little plant with its roots un- 
disturbed, was rlaced in the 
garden 


bed. 
Then my petted pansies began 


their outdoor life. The care of these 
plants was a delight. Care must be 
taken with them when the hot mid- 
summer (lays come, as their stems will 
decay near the roots—"damping off." 
To avert so sad a fate each 
plant 


should hi.ve for its support thrca 
stakes, 20 inches iu length. The stems 
were held in an erect 
position 
anj 


cured the "damping off" process. 


The pansies will grow to the top of 


the stake? and with a plentiful water- 
ing every evening, will blossom afresh. 
I did not allow my pansies to 
bear 


seed, preferring to buy a fresh supply 
lor the next year, and so let my plants 
expend all their force in 
producing
